“The  Crusaders  was  written  for  performance  in  Copenhagen  in  1866,  and 
ten  years  later  was  produced  at  the  Birmingham  Festival  (England)  under  the  com- 
poser’s direction.  Its  theme  is  the  same  as  that  treated  by  Wagner  in  ‘ Lohengrin  ’ 
and  ‘ Tannhauser,’  the  triumph  of  the  soul  over  the  powers  of  darkness  ” (Upton’s 
Standard  Cantatas). 

It  is  divided  into  three  parts.  The  first  opens  with  a plaint  of  the  Pilgrims  and 
and  women  in  the  desert.  Then  follows  the  inspiring  summons  of  the  Hermit,  Peter, 
and  the  answering  Crusaders’  song,  fervent,  warlike.  The  conclusion  is  an  evening 
prayer  of  exalted  devotion. 

Part  II.  deals  with  the  evil  spirits,  vainly  at  war  with  the  cross.  Armida  and 
the  Sirens  strive  to  entice  the  brave  Rinaldo  with  an  alluring  vision  $ but  the  Crusaders’ 
song,  first  distant,  then  nearer,  breaks  the  evil  spell,  and  the  scene  closes  with  the 
Sirens,  Crusaders,  Rinaldo  and  Armida  contending  for  supremacy  ; but  the  cross  pre- 
vails over  the  sorceress. 

Part  III.  is  triumph.  The  morning  hymn  of  the  Crusaders,  the  exalted  march 
of  the  Pilgrims,  the  hermit’s  revelation  of  the  Holy  City,  Rinaldo’ s confession  and 
resolve  for  expiation,  the  hermit’s  last  call  to  valor,  their  jubilant  reply  and  the  final 
victory.
